Smith said if Nixon has the authority to negate the pay raises in

we are going to be in serious trouble in the future when any 
President can undo in one sentence the laws of our state." 
Smith chose a day Nixon came to Texas to speak at a Veterans ol 
Foreign Wars convention in Dallas to make his announcement While 
Nixon spoke to the veterans. Ziegler quickly called a news conference 
to read the White House response.

per cent of its revenue. 
Reagan and legislative leaders have 
designated taxes as their top priority when 
they return from a three-week vacation 
after Labor Day. 
Orr's prediction that President Nixon’s 
freeze will have no “ measurable im pact” 
on 
state 
revenues contrasts with the 
forecast of at least one other state. Gov, 
Marvin Mandel of Maryland said Thursday 
his state may have to raise taxes to offset 
an expected income tax loss. 
But 
Orr.

his projections on 
information he reported receiving from 


“ reliable” economists, declared “ this psy­

Tax loopholes found 
for insurance firnns 


SACRAMENTO (UPI» — A group of students studying 
tax loopholes claims that a provision in California's tax 
laws allowed 12 California-based insurance companies to 
avoid paying state taxes last year. 


Figures released Thursday by “Project Loophole ’ show 
that the companies avoided paying $11 million in taxes 
because they were allowed to deduct all local property 
ta.xeson their main office buildings. 


.According lo the group, the law will allow insurance 
companies to avoid up to $18 million in state taxes this year. 
The provision allows insurance companies to deduct all 
local property taxes on their home building from their slate 
tax liability. In contrast, homeowners are limited to a $750 
exemption 


The law originally was put in the state’s constitution to 
induce insurance companies to settle in California. 
There presently are two bills before the legislature to 
abolish or phase out the provision 
Rich Budnick. a spokesman for the student group, said 
some insurance companies are using the law to avoid 
paying taxes by deducting for buildings in which they rent 
out almost half the office space. 
His group termed the case of Occidental Life Insurance 
Co of California “ the most flagrant single example ” of the 
tax loophole. 
Occidental received a tax credit last year of $1,271.000 on 
three buildings and five parking lots in Los Angeles, the 
group’s figures show. Budnick said one of the buildings is 32 
stories high and Occidental occupies only 10 floors. 
Budnick said research by his group showed that five 
insurance companies were able to subtract $500,000 or more 
irom their state taxes and that over 20 offset their taxes by 
$100.000 or more.

La Rue stated that the prime advantage 
of owning a parcel or parcels will be 
privacy.

'Boomer' ends 
Yankee search

NEW YORK ( U P I)—They always called it “The Search" 
and it's something they've been at now on and off the past 
50 years. 
The Giants went looking tirst. Then the Yankees went 
seeking the same thing, and finally the Dodgers came along 
and joined the search ... to a degree anyway. 
wnat ttiey 3TT were lookmg tor was "a good Jewish 
ballplayer." That was the way they always put it. but they 
were under-stating in a way. What they really were after 
wasn t. merely a 
good 
Jewish ballplayer, they wanted a 
"great one with whom New York City’s 2.5 million Jewish 
population could identify. 
The Yankees had a crack at a great one, a kid from the 
Bronx, but Lou Gehrig was playing first base for them at 
the time and Hank Greenberg decided to go with Detroit 
instead. 


The Giants signed several Jewish ballplavers—Andv Co­ 
hen. Harry Danning, Sid Gordon. Phil Weintraub. Harry 
Feldman and Mike Schemer, the son of an orthodox rabbi. 
Some were good, none great. 
Only the Dodgers turned up a really outstanding one in 
Sandy Koufax and he never really attained greatness with 
them until they left Brooklyn for Los Angeles. 
Now the Yankees seem to have something extra special 
in Ron Blomberg. He’s 22, Jewish, and although the word 
never is over-used so much as it is in baseball, he could be 
great. 
Ron Blomberg. at the moment, leads the Yanks with a 
.347 batting average. He also has 19 RBI's and four homers 
in 41 games and already has caught on with Yankee fans. 
He knows New York s Jewish fans alreadv are beginning to 
flock out to see him and that makes him feel good 


"Everybody likes to have a following ”, says the blond, 
good-looking, left-handed hitting right fielder. "It makes 
you feel good to know that people come to see you." 
Blomberg, who is from Atlanta, saw Yankee Stadium for 
the first time two years ago when the Yankees brought him 
up from Manchester in September. 
"I was really scared when I walked into the park," he 
says. "You know, you always read about the place, and 
those monuments out there... 
Those monuments he means are out in center field and 
reading from left to right they display the sculptured 
bronze features of such former Yankees as Lou Gehrig. 
Miller Huggins and Babe Ruth. 
"When I'm finished playing I'd like them to have a 
monument of mine out there, too," Blomberg says. 
Reading that, it may sound presumptuous. The way 
young Blomberg says it though, it doesn't come out that 
way. He is not a popoff or a blowhard. He is merely a young 
man bent on making good at what he's doing. He has been 
called "a baseball nut." 
"I am ." he admits cheerfully. "I love coming out here 
every day." 


Some nights it’s rough going home though. Like one night 
last week after he went hitless against the Angels. 
Blomberg s wife of 10 months, Mara, was waiting up for 
him even though it was nearly midnight 
She saw 
immediately he was depressed. 
"Don’t worry about it," she counseled him. wisely. 
"You're only human. You can't get a hit every day. 
Besides, you played pretty good in the field " 
But overall "Boomer" Blomberg has been doing so well 
that some are reminded of the manner in which Andy Cohen 
broke in for the Giants here 43 years ago The New York 
Times carried an editorial entitled a Daniel come to 
judgment and it said: 


"Francis Hogan played well for the Giants in their 
opening game, but the Hogans have always played good 
baseball ; so have the Kellys and the Caseys, the Dalehantys 
and the Bresnahans, and the Wagners and the Zimmers. 
And the Lazzeris and the Chances have contributed start 
for many years. But the Cohens? 
"None of their kinfolk has ornamented the professional 
diamond in New York. Therefore, when Andy Cohen 
carried off nearly all the honors when the Giants met the 
Braves Wednesday at the Polo Grounds, there was much 
more than just a baseball game at stake." 
In the clubhouse after the game, John McGraw, the 
Giants' manager, told Andy Cohen: 
"Don’t let it turn your head, boy, it’s just one ball game

Somehow, he forgets his 
coiffure on the mound, as 
Pepitone

plate. Jenkins seems a cinch 
to win 20 games for the fifth 
straight season. He w i l l 
again be among the leaders 
in innings pitched, in strike­ 
outs, and in ratio of strike­ 
outs to bases on balls. 
And if the Chicago Cubs 
continue to make a run for 
the Eastern Division title of 
the National League, it will 
be Ferguson Jenkins who 
should provide much of the 
pitching momentum. 
B e f o r e a recent game, 
Jenkins sat and "picked" his

If Jenkins is 
unusually gifted as a pitch­ 
er, he seems the prototype 
modern athlete, wrapped up 
in the peacock syndrome. 
Any athlete w o r t h his 
sweat socks will hardly be 
seen nowadays w i t h o u t 
wearing a Page Boy, prac­ 
tically, see-through silk shirt 
and flared, uncuffed, pocket- 
less heliotrope slacks. Jenk­ 
ins goes one step further; 
not only does he adorn his 


start in five years, since h< 
came to the Cubs in a trad* 
with the Phillies. 
He has been compared in 
pitching style to Robin Rob 
erts. Jenkins has magnifi 
ment control, something he 
said he learned out of neces­ 
sity when a relief pitcher 
with the Phillies. Like Rob 
erts, he has a very impres 
sive ratio of strikeouts to 
walks (last season, for ex­ 
ample, he struck out 274, 
walked only 60). He is a fast 
ball pitcher but has good 
breaking stuff, too. 
For all his success in re ­ 
cent years, Jenkins is still 
an unspectacular relatively 
anonymous s p o r t s figure 
"What I need,” said Jenkins, 
"is some World Series wins. 
That kind of national notor 
iety would really put me into 
a new financial class.” 
So he continues in pursuit 
of that goal, sweating on the 
mound to get the batters out 
and to keep his cap on his 
bushy-haired head.

NEW YORK - (NEA) —

Slowly, at first, but with 
increasing interest, s t a t e 
legislatures have begun se­ 
riously to consider a m ajor 
alteration in the method of 
compensating motorists for 
the dam ages t h a t result 
from auto crashes. 


To understand the attrac­ 
tions of no-fault insurance, 
you need only look at the 
figures for the other kind. 
The kind of coverage we’ve 
all been used to uses up 
about half the money paid 
in premium s to prove re ­ 
sponsibility. This l e a v e s 
slightly more than one buck 
out of every two to compen­ 
sate victims for their acci­ 
dents. 
Why spend so much on liti­ 
gation? A g o o d question, 
critics said. They suggested 
going at it the other way. 
Why not approach it as we 
do health insurance, they 
asked? No one spends huge 
sums trying to prove who 
gave you hepatitis. The sole 
aim of the insurer is to pay 
the costs of curing you. 
The new concept split the 
insuring industry down the 
middle. Half saw the new 


method as a way of cuttint 
back on costs that had gone 
berserk. 


The other half worried that 
the permissiveness of the 
new system would lead te 
more accidents. 


Trial 
lawyers, 
naturali> 
enough, tended to dim-view 
any system that reduced the 
number of court cases. 


So far, M assachusetts anc 
Puerto Rico have such law* 
already in effect. The exper 
ience in both places has beer 
short and the laws are not 
identical 
but 
the 
result? 
have surprised even the new 
law’s backers. 


D u r i n g the first three 
months 
in 
M assachusetts, 
the number of bodily injury 
claims was 60 per cent lower 
than it had been in the same 
period a year earlier. The 
average claim paid dropped 
to $131 from $205. T o t a l 
claims paid dropped by 36 
per cent. 
In Puerto Rico, critics ot 
the plan had predicted its 
first year cost at $40 million 
in c l a i m s and expenses. 
When the figures were in for 
1970, they totaled only $8 
million, or one-fifth the pro­ 
jection. 
No-fault insurance has a 
long way to go. While some 
27 states and the District of 
Columbia are studying sim ­ 
ilar legislation, the M assa­ 
chusetts plan is under at­ 
tack. Its constitutionality is 
being challenged in court. 
Nonetheless, it a p p e a r s 
that no-fault may well be 
one of those ideas whose 
time has come. If so, you’ll 
soon be seeing a lot of it.

Dear Dr. Lamb—I read 
your recent article on al­ 
cohol and some of its effects 
with great interest. I feel 
liquor bottles should carry 
the sam e type of warning as 
cigarette packages do. 
I am not a heavy drinker 
and recently decided to quit 
entirely as alcohol was not 
agreeing with me. At times, 
when I drink, my face be­ 
comes deep red, my heart 
beats rapidly and the top of 
my body breaks into red 
blotches. This continues for 
about two or three hours 
after I have quit drinking 
This condition is very em- 
barassing when out for din­ 
ner with people and they get 
quite concerned about my 
well-being. F r a n k l y , this 
condition worries me and so 
I do not drink any more. 
My doctor says I am al­ 
lergic to alcohol. He pre­ 
scribed an antihistaminic as 
a remedy before drinking, 
this 
seemed 
to 
help 
for 
awhile, but then its effect 
seemed 
to make 
me 
un­ 
balanced with only one or 
two bottles of beer. To be 
able to drink or not is not 
my biggest concern. 1 just 
wondered how many other 
people 
suffered 
the same 
way and what your thoughts 
are. 


Dear R eader—My thoughts 
are that you are wise to stop 
drinking 
altogether. 
Yes, 
there are people who are 
allergic to alcohol with sim­ 
ilar difficulties. It is rather 
rare 
1 don’t blame you for be­ 
ing 
concerned. 
Antihista- 
minics are fine for some al 
lergies, but in the case of 
alcohol, their sedative ac- 
t i o n 
(antihistaminics are 
sometimes used for sleeping 
pills» combines with the de­ 
pressant effects of alcohol. 
I don’t really advise people 


to drink if they should be 
taking 
antihistaminics 
for 


any reason, such as hay 
fever. I strongly agree with 
your decision to just forget 
the whole thing. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—A friend 
of mine had V.D. when she 
was m arried 52 years ago. 
She had no treatm ent, but 
since there is so much talk 
about it, she is worried sick, 
can’t eat or sleep. She is 
over 70 now and has been in 
good health all her life, but 
wonders what could happen 
to her. Could she be worry­ 
ing for nothing? 


Dear Reader—How would 
she know she had V.D.? The 
correct diagnosis is usually 
made by a doctor with a 
microscope 
O r 
laboratory 
tests. Unless she was seen 
by a doctor, I don’t think 
she even knows if she had 
V.D. or not. If a doctor 
made the diagnosis, she was 
probably treated There are 
a lot of causes for a dis­ 
charge, or a sore besides 
V.D. 


I can’t begin to speculate 
if she would have trouble 
after all these years, not 
knowing if she really had 
V.D. or was treated. Inade­ 
quate treatm ent of syphilis 
can result in brain damage 
showing up in later years. 
As the effects of age in­ 
fluence 
the 
mind, 
people 
sometimes imagine all sorts 
of things, including thinking 
they have had V.D. This 
could be the problem. The 
only sensible course is to 
see a doctor. If she has any 
important effects from V.D., 
he will be able to find out.

Few countries, writes Bob Houston in “ Seventy-Six 
magazine can match the republic s post-1960 economic 
revitalization The statistics provide documentation: 
Per capita income, which was at the empty-rice- 
bowl level of $94 a decade ago. now exceeds $215 By 1976 
it is expected to top $370. 
Korea’s exports, a mere $32 million in I960, have 
been rising at around 40 per cent a year and are expected 
to total about $3 5 billion five years from now. 
In one decade. South Korea has multiplied her 
export figures by an almost incredible 3,400 per cent and, 
admittedly starting from a much more modest base, has 
outstripped Japan's* postwar miracle boom "

series of five-year plans which have fostered land 
reclamation, the building of a modern highway network 
and a shift to heavy and chemical industries. 


A major general in the Korean War, Park has become 
an adept economist in his own right bv dint of burning 
much midnight oil in the Blue House, the president's 
official residence, He is odds-on favorite to win a third 
term in this year’s election.

Calm, says Houston. And as Kipling wrote of another 
Asian sunrise, it has indeed come up like thunder. 
South Korea is something Americans might remember 
when they condemn our involvement in the defense of 
South Vietnam

Bread and butter affect 


WASHINGTON, The whitest light 
of 
public 
interest 
in President 
Nixon's vast new economic program 
understandably 
beats 
upon 
the 
improvement 
in 
the 
jobs 
and 
business position here at home that 
it will almost certainly bring. It is 
natural that it is the bread-and- 
butter and the here-and-now which 
will preoccupy the public. 
Still, the enduring significance 
here is world-wide and will long 
survive what are probably only 
temporary price and wage freezes, 
which the administration is putting 
into force under legislation long 
since approved by a democratic 
congress. 
For the heart of the matter is that 
Mr. Nixon has made here a foreign 
policy revolution which might be 
truthfully, 
if 
perhaps 
somewhat, 
crudely.described as putting and end 
to the circumstance that Uncle Sam 
has also for decades been Uncle 
Sugar to much of the rest of the 
earth. What is being undertaken at 
home is a powerful counter-attack 
upon 
both 
in fla tio n 
and 
unemployment. 
What 
is 
being 
undertaken abroad is incomparably 
more important. 
The President is moving, in short, 
to reassert and massively to protect 
the American national interest in 
every aspect of foreign affairs, 
whether it be in dollars and cents 
and world trade or in the whole 
apparatus of collective military 
security for the anti-communist 
world in such associations as the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 
He is in no sense entering upon 
“ isolationism." 
He is, however, 
saying that he is overtired of a kind 
of internationalism in which the 
United States has borne the burden 
and its partners have, for the most 
part, reaped the unearned profits of 
a long, long free ride under the 
shelter of the American umbrella in 
both the economic and the military 
senses. 
In order to understand what he is 
doing and why, one must go back 
many years. At the end of the 
second world war this nation with 
unexampled generosity rebuilt the 
broken countries without regard to 
whether they had been friends or 
foes. This was both a decent and a 
necessary thing. The trouble is that 
in a sense we did if all too well 
For. notably in Germany and 
Japan, the erstwhile arch-enemies, 
we provided oew industrial plants 
that became in some ways more 
efficient and more productive than 
our own At the same time, and year 
upon year it was we and not our 
postwar associates in defense pacts 
who picked up the bill for the 
military security of all — and now 
and again, as in Korea and then in 
Vietnam, also did the dying to 
maintain that security. 
So the other fellows, again notably 
Germany and Japan, waxed fat 
And. because of an excessively 
indulgent attitude on our side they 
began to compete with us in trade 
with both 
hands while, as the 
President 
himself 
has 
put 
it. 
America had to “ compete with one 
hand tied behind her back " 
Our exports thus declined in a long 
arc; and simultaneously those who 
were so deeply in our debt began a 
running attack upon the value of the 
American dollar 
So, to come now to the Prosent, 
the President has said there will be 
no more of this — no more tilting of 


the trade balance against us, no 
more speculators' enrichment by 
assaults upon the dollar. Two steps 
already announced (and it should be 
emphasized that these are not only 
steps that conceivably could be 
taken» tell the story as of now. 
There is the tax credit scheme to 
strengthen the collective plant, and 
thus the competitive position, of 


American industry. 
A third point is more subtle: It is a 
warning to all abroad that unless 
they begin at long last to take up an 
honest oar in the boat of collective 
security Washington is not without 
power to make reappraisals beyond 
the one now in motion.
